Production figures issued yes- 
terday and today by the manu- 
facturers indicated that in numer- 
ous instances the companies have 
finished the first half year with 
new six-month record for all 
times and that the Output of the 
entire industry will set a new 
mark for this period. 


CHEVROLET 


Chevrolet, according to prelim- 
inary figures, established a new 
mark for June, with about 128,000 
cars and trucks, compared with 
110,000 units in June a year ago 
and 140,700 units in May. 


WILLYS-OVERLAND 


Sales figures announced by offi- 
cials of Willys-Overland, Inc., re- 
veal that more Whippets and 
Willys-Knight automobiles were 
shipped in the first six months of 
1928 than in the entire twelve 
months of 1927. Slightly more 
than 200,060 cars were marketed by 
the Toledo manufacturer, exceeding 
the entire output of 171,743 cars 
for 1927 by a wide margin. June, 
1928, proved to be the largest June 
in the history of the company, total 
cars shipped being more than the

Federal Reserve Reports Improved 
Sales in Chicago and Philadelphia 





Chicago, July 4.—Reports to 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Chi- 
cago indicate retail distribution of 
new automobiles in the Midwest 
during May was well ahead of 
April and of May last year. Gain 
in number of used cars sold was 
greater than for new cars in both 
comparisons. 

Distribution at wholesale increased 

over the preceding month, but was 
Jess than last year. Stocks of both | 


mew and used cars were lower on | 


May 31 than a month previous or a 
year ago, except that the value of 
used cars on hand was higher in the 
year-to-year comparison. 

Deferred payment sales during | 
May of thirty-one dealers averaged 
39.8 per cent. of their total retail | 
sales, compared with 38.1 per cent. in 
April and 42.1 per cent. for May, 
1 


Philadelphia, July 4.—Retail 
sales of new passenger cars in the 
Philadelphia district increased in 
May over April in both number 
and value and were substantially 
larger than in May of last year, 
according to the Federal Reserve 
Bank’s review of the automobile 
trade, just issued. 
Distribution of automobiles to 

|dealers, while declining slightly in 
the month, also showed considerable 
|gain over the volume of a year! 
earlier. 

Sales of used cars, too, ieerenand| 
greatly in value and number as com- | 
pared with the previous month and | 
year.

The interior appointments of the 
cars hlarmonize well with the entire 
body. The seating space is roomier 
and seats carefully arranged and 
adjusted. Particular attention has 
been paid to the problem of pre- 
venting drafts inside the closed 
models, and bodies have been spe- 
cially insulated against this The 
front pillars in the closed models 
are made smaller to insure greater 
vision. Rear view mirrors are glare 
proot and a specially designed door 
handle folds flush into the door so 
that it will not catch and tear the 
clothing. 

The radiator band narrow on 
all models and chromium plating 
is standard on all outside hardware 

The rumble seat on the “75” is 
unusually commodious, with the 
entire top of the deck opening in 
two sections.

World Boasts One 
Car to Every 64 
Persons on Globe 


Washington, July 4—At the 
beginning of 1928 with an esti- 
mated world population of 1,900,- 
000,000 and about 29,700,000 auto- 
mobiles, the Automotive Division, 
Department of Commerce, ascer- 
tains that the ratio of persons to 
automobiles is 64 to 1. Three 
years ago it was estimated that 
the world ratio of people to auto- 
mobiles was seventy-oné to one; 
a year later, the gap had nar- 
rowed to 66 to 1. 

The influence of the high per 
capita registration of automobiles 
in the United States is evidenced in 
the fact that whereas in the world 
as a whole there is one automobile 
to each sixty-four persons, this 
ratio, when the cars and people in 
the United States are not taken 
into consideration, becomes one au- 
tomobile to a group of 277 persons. 

The extremities of popular recep- 

tion of automotive transportation 
are found in the United States, 
where the ratio is one car to each 
small group of five people, and Ethi- 
opia, where the presence of only 109 
automobiles and about 10,000,000 in- 
habitants, makes the ratio as one to 
91,743. Next to the United States 
the country having the most auto- 
mobiles per inhabitant is Hawaii, 
where the ratio is eight to one, fol- 
lowed by Canada and New Zealand, 
in each of which it is ten to one, 
while in Australia there is one auto- 
mobile for every fourteen persons. 
In Monaco, there is an automobile 
for every eighteen inhabitants. The 
ratio in the United Kingdom is 
forty-one to one, in France forty to 
one, in Italy 254 to one. Germany 
in fifth position in car usage with 
456,000 has a ratio of one such ve-| 
hicle to each 137 inhabitants, where- 
as Mocalla, an isolated Arabian 
state with a car population of 122, 
has a ratio of ninety-nine to one.

He 
pointed out that there was a de- 
cided advantage in the calls. Not 
only has he found that the cus- 
tomers appreciate meeting one of 
the tirm, but the contact provides 
a cheek on the customer and both 
benefit by an exchange of ideas. 
Now the George Collins Company 
has over 3,000 accounts, and it would 
appear that to make three calls per 
account the year would be imprac- 
tical, but the Automotive Daily News 
representative was informed that it 
was accomplished. 

One of the reasons for the calls 
is not to tell the customer what to 
do, to merchandise, etc., but to 
shew him, to help him with his 
problems. These calls have built 
good will. And the acquaintance 
is an asset to the house.

credit department, the new customer 
receives a letter which, in addition 
to expressing the appreciation of the
